REMARKS 


In the above-mentioned Final Office Action, claims 1 19-129 were allowed, claim 1 10 
was rejected, and, while objection was made to claims 1 1 1-1 18 for being dependent upon a 
rejected parent claim, claims 111-118 were acknowledged to recite patentable subject matter. 
The rejected claim, claim 110, was rejected under Section 103(a) over the combination of 
Roderique and Gupta. 

Claims 1 10-1 18 are canceled, as proposed herein in the listing of claims. 

Amendments are proposed to claims 119 and 127, and the dependent claims 120-126, 
also as proposed herein in the listing of claims. The proposed amendments are not believed to be 
matters of form and do not affect the substance of the claim recitations. Entry of the proposed 
amendments is respectfully requested. 

As the remaining claims, claims 1 19-127 are allowed, and no non-allowed claims remain 
pending in the application, the application is believed to be in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, allowance of the application is respectfully requested. Such early action is 
earnestly solicited.
